court here, Friday, the prisoner was 
sentenced to be executed by the guil- 
lotine. 
There were few people around the 


palace of justice when the trial of 
Cnserio Santo, assassin of President 
Carnot, was resumed Friday. 
The 


court regulations and military guard 
were the same as Thursday, and as 
Thursday, the prisoner wns escorted 
into the dock 
handcuffed . to two 


gendarmes, and with two gendarmes 
bringing up the rear. The prisoner 
seemed more defiant than Thursday, 
and took his seat with a mucking smile 
upon his face.

at Marseilles, testified that Caserio told 
him that he intended to kill President 
Carnot, "probably at Lyons when tho 
president visited that city.

ed to me that he was designated by

kill President Carnot? I saw him in 
Paris surrounded by troops and police.'

Later LeHlane said: "Caserio told 


me that he had often seen King Hum- 
bert in the streets, but he added that 
to kill him it would be necessary to 
have a ride and shoot him from the 
street, as he would be so surrounded 
by soldiers." 
"That is a lie," shouted Caserio, "I 


was never chosen to kill President Car- 
not. Moreover, absolute liberty of ac- 
tion prevails among anarchists."

tru«t«<l—Th» Concurrent Circulation of 
l)otli Mclalo a NeccMlty. 
To understand the meaning of the- 


term bimetallism wo must get its es- 
sential idea, that without which it 
would not bo bimetallism, but some- 
thing else. To get at this let us exam- 
ine tho money system of France as it 
existed for seventy years before 1873. 
To this system the t«rm bimetallism 
aas been chiefly applied. Every one 
admits that system to be true bimetal- 
lism. Most all the praise given to bi- 
metallism has been given to the system 
existing there. 


Now, in the bimetallism of Franco 


there were four marked features: 


First. Free and unlimited coinage of 


gold and silver. 


Second. Hoth metals unlimited legal 


tender. 
Third. A ratio of valuation at which 


gold and silver were coined. 


Fourth. Concurrent circulation of 


the two metals. 


No one can deny that all these fea- 


tures were present. The question is, 
wore they all essential to bimetallism? 
Will tho first three conditions give 
true bimetallism? 


If the lost question put be answered 


in the affirmative, then Mexico has bi- 
mctalism to-day. The first three men- 
tioned features of bimetallism, as it ex- 
isted in France, exist in Mexico to-day. 
It is true that gold may be coined in 
Mexico, but it is not. Silver alone is 
coined. Thisbrings us to the question: 
Is a single standard compatible with 
bimetallism? 


There is a marked difference between 


the influence that the bimetallism of 
France had and tho influence of tho bi- 
metallism that Mexico has. While bi- 
metallism existed in France stability

The marked difference between the 


systems of France and of Mexico is the 
result of a fundamental difference in 
their standards. In Mexico the staud- 
nrd is dependent on one metal—silver. 
In France the standard was not de- 
pendent on either gold or silver, but on 
both. It was a bimetallic standard. 
It was not two standardsT but one 
standard of two metals. This standard 
was formed by binding together the 
two fnetals in bonds which could not 
be broken except by the general re- 
fusal to continue the common rights 
and privileges to one of the metals. 
This bond uniting the metals must 
exist if the btmctallc standard is to 
exist. 


As long as the bimetallic standard 


continues to exist, it controls the ratio 
of value of the two metals throughout 
the world. It.wus the existence of the 
bimetallic standard in France that pre- 
vented a greater fluctuation than three 
per cent, between the value of our 
coins during the changes of standard 
in the United States. It was not the 
FO-called bimetallism of tins country 
that prevented greater changes. 
If 


such bimetallism ns the United States 
had because of its own laws prevented 
greater iluetuationsT why does not the 
similar bimetallism of Mexico prevent 
tins? 


The idea of the bimetiilliu .standard 


was the essence of the bimetallism of 
France, The praises given to bimetal- 
lism are merely given conditional upon 
the 
continuance 
of 
the bimetal He 


standard. Mr. Ltuehanjin, in his book, 
praises this idea in his illustration of 
the varying yardsticks combined into 
one, so that the expansion of the UIH: \* 
balanced by the shrinkage of the other, 
thus forming an unvarying measure. 
lint if the bimetallic standard is the 
distinguishing feature of the bimetal- 
lism of France, which is always set up 
as a model for Imnetallists, ami if this 
standard be the feature which trivets 
the valuable qualities of bimetallism, 
it seems to me that it ought to form 
the distinguishing feature of ihit doii- 
Tiition of 
bimetallism.

how any system whiclHloes not possess 
the bimetallic standard can be rightly 
culled true bimetallism, 


lint if 1 nin right so f?r, then it fol- 


lows as a necessary conserjm'nee that 
the concurrent circulation of both met- 
als is necessary to have hi mi: lull ism. 
Without concurrent circulation of tho 
two metals there can he no bimetallic 
standard. Where one metal circulates 
at its bullion value, there that metal is 
the standard. This standard may, un- 
der such a condition, he gold or it. may 
be silver, bnt it never can be a bimetal- 
lic standard. It must be understood 
that 1 do not for one moment claim 
that concurrent.circulation of gold and 
silver alone gives bimetallism.
